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A   SUGGESTED  JCHANGE   IN   THE 
CONDUCT   OF   ATHLETICS. 

What  I  am  about  to  say  is  not 
meant  in  the  spirit  of  criticism  of 
the  present  athletic  conditions  at  the 
school,  but  is  intended  merely  as  a 
suggestion  as  to  a  way  in  which  to 
better  the  existing  conditions. 

The  reasons  why  Dummer  teams 
are  not  more  successful  are  three-fold. 
First,  because  of  the  comparatively 
small  number  of  students  of  sufficient 
age  to  pick  from.  Second,  on  ac- 
count of  the  lack  of  daily  competition 
with  a  second  team.  Third,  because 
of  the  lack  of  a  better  athletic  field. 

Back  in  the  late  80's  and  early  90's, 
the  student  body  was  composed  of 
older  and  heavier  boys  than  at  pres- 
ent, and  athletic  competitions  were 
held  with  such  schools  as  Lawrence, 
Bradford,  and  Haverhill  High  School 
teams,  Roxbury  Latin,  English  High, 
Boston  Latin,  Brookline  High,  and 
Harvard  Freshmen,  and  Dummer 
Academy  won  most  of  those  games  by 
large  scores.  In  those  days  there  was 
no  decent  athletic  field  and  all  of  our 
home  games  were  played  in  New- 
buryport. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  com- 
petitions in  the  future  be  with  private 
schools  rather  than  with  public 
schools,  and  I  think  the  suggestion  a 
good  one.  The  only  objections  which 
I  can  see  to  such  a  change  are  two 
First,  the  comparatively  small  num< 
ber  of  private  schools  with  which 
Dummer  could  expect  to  successfully 
contend  at  the  present  time.  Second, 
the  matter  of  expense  in  travelling 
the  distances  which  would  be  required 
by  such  a  change.  I  have  in  mind 
three  schools  with  which  I  believe  we 
could  successfully  contend,  and  there 
may  be  many  more.  The  three  I  have 
in  mind  are  Roxbury  Latin  School, 
The  Country  Day  School,  and  Brown 
&  Nichols. 

The  first  reason  given  for  the  de- 
cline in  athletics,  namely  the  small 
number  of  students  to  pick  from,   it 


will  take  time  to  remedy,  and  at 
present  we  will  have  to  get  along  the 
best  we  can  under  the  existing  condi- 
tions. I  have  a  suggested  remedy  for 
the  second  of  the  reasons.  Newbury- 
port  High  School  has  been  our  im- 
portant annual  contest  and  if  the  plan 
was  carried  out  to  play  no  more  local 
high  schools,  it  would  of  course  take 
Newburyport  away  from  our  yearly 
schedule,  and  a  plan  might  be  suc- 
cessfully carried  out  whereby  the 
Newburyport  High  School  and  Dum- 
mer Academy  might  have  daily  com- 
petitions, possibly  both  teams  hav- 
ing the  same  coach,  and  practicing 
three  days  a  week  at  South  Byfield 
and  the  other  three  days  at  Newbury- 
port. This  would  be  a  great  ad- 
vantage to  Newburyport  as  well  as 
to  Dummer  Academy,  because  it 
would  be  exactly  the  same  as  if  each 
school  had  a  strong  second  team  to 
play  against  each  day,  and  if  there 
were  to  be  no  annual  game  between 
the  two  schools  and  they  had  the 
same  coach,  it  would  surely  mean  a 
greater  development  for  both  teams 
than  under  the  present  conditions. 

I  believe  now  that  the  start  has 
been  made  to  secure  better  facilities 
for  athletics,  that  it  won't  be  long 
before  we  will  have  an  athletic  field 
that  will  be  a  credit  to  the  school. 
Every  student  of  the  school  should 
feel  it  his  duty  to  increase  the  num- 
ber of  students  by  endeavoring  to 
get  all  his  boy  friends  to  become  stu- 
dents at  Dummer,  and  especially  so 
any  youth  who  is  athletically  inclined, 
because  while  we  all  believe  that  the 
primary  purpose  of  the  school  is  to 
secure  an  education  for  its  students 
the  physical  training  is  of  such  great 
importance  it  should  not  be  over- 
looked.

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A  FIRE   IN   THE   COUNTRY. 

As  I  was  coming  back  from  work 
one  night,  about  seven  o'clock,  I 
heard  the  sound  of  hoofs  behind  me.

A 
larger  number  attend  the  event  each 
year  and  at  this  "get-together"  ses- 
sion there  is  always  something  said 
or  done  that  interests  Dummer's  sons 
of  yesteryear.  It  is  the  time  when 
the  men  who  are  doing  things  at  and 
for  the  old  school  give  an  account  of 
their  stewardship  and  of  late  years 
it  can  truly  be  said  that  there  are  few 
unprofitable  servants.  Everybody 
who  is  awake  to  the  opportunities  that 
the  school  has  to  enlarge  its  useful-

numbers  and  although  in  its  154th 
year  is  not  suffering  from  the  in- 
firmities of  age  but  constantly  takes 
on  new  and  more   abundant  life. 

We  have  nothing  to  be  ashamed  of, 
when  we  think  of  Dummer,  there  is 
so  much  to  love,  and  respect  and  re- 
vere when  the  school  lingers  in  our 
memories  (and  sometimes  sad  to  say 
our   thoughts    seem    to    be    on    about 
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every  subject  under  the  sun  except 
Dummer)  that  we  cannot  begin  to 
show  our  gratitude  of  what  the 
Academy  did  for  us.  There  are  many 
things  we  can  do,  there  is  a  work  for 
all  of  the  alumni,  there  is  no  room 
for  shirkers,  and  if  we  cannot  help  in 
one  way  there  are  others.  One  way 
to  display  an  indication  that  you  do 
care  is  to  be  at  the  Dummer  dinner 
this  winter.  The  date  will  soon  be 
announced.  Come  even  if  it  means  a 
little  sacrifice  to  you.  No  one  who  has 
attended  one  of  them  ever  regretted 
his  action  and  practically  every  man 
present  at  one  is  on  deck  the  next 
year.  Get  some  "pep"  into  your  sys- 
tems and  do  something  for  the  old 
school  that  did  something-  for  you  ? 


The  proposition  to  have  an  up  to 
date  athletic  field  at  Dummer  is  an 
excellent  one  and  should  be  kept 
fresh  in  the  memory  of  those  to  whom 
Dummer  is  dear  whether  a  former 
student  or  friend.  Every  prominent 
school  has  up  to  the  minute,  well 
equipped  athletic  grounds.  For  ex- 
ample look  at  Haverhill  with  its 
magnificent  playstead,  purchased  with 
the  gifts,  many  of  them  small,  of  the 
residents  of  the  city.  Haverhill  with 
its  great  football  team  last  fall,  had 
one  of  the  two  or  three  best  high 
school  elevens  in  the  country,  and  the 
fact  that  the  squad  had  such  a  splen- 
did field  to  play  on  and  was  loyally 
supported  by  the  citizens,  was  enougr 
to  make  any  team  play  in  champion- 
ship style.  Heaven  knows  that  Dum- 
mer has  land  enough,  the  school 
doesn't  need  to  purchase  any  addi- 
tional just  now,  but  it  does  need  to 
have  a  decently  graded  and  rolled 
playstead,  properly  enclosed  and 
fited  with  the  facilities  that  athletic 
teams  require.  Those  who  have 
played  on  the  old  field  need  no  ser- 
mon on  the  subject  for  they  are  plain- 
ly aware  that  an  up-to-date  field  is 
needed.  Take,  for  example,  the  need 
of  seating  accommodations  for  the 
public  at  the  school  athletic  field. 
Never,  to  the  writer's  knowledge,  has 


there  been  any  bleachers  there.  There 
ought  to  be  enough  seats  to  accom- 
modate several  hundred  spectators. 
These  ought  to  have  been  installed 
years  ago,  but  there  have  been  so 
many  other  things  to  attend  to  that 
nothing  yet  has  been  done  and  as  we 
all  know  the  principals  of  Dummer 
have  not  had  to  engage  a  financier  to 
look  after  the  financial  gifts  to  the 
school.  Money  has  come  altogether 
too  slowly  for  even  the  most  needy 
departments  of  the  school.  The  sug- 
gestion of  Mr.  Sherman,  an  alumnus-, 
an  old  time  athlete  at  the  school  when 
Dummer  used  to  "  wallop  "  about 
every  team  of  opposing  athletes  in 
reach,  relative  to  having  a  new  ath- 
letic field  was  a  good  one.  We 
ought  to  get  behind  him  and  do  some- 
thing. It  is  a  good  idea  to  get  start- 
ed at  once.  We  cannot  expect  to  erect 
a  stadium  that  will  rival  the  Yale 
bowl,  but  we  can  get  going  and  make 
a  beginning.  Let's  start  and  make 
what  improvements  we  can,  and  grad- 
ually make  others  as  the  funds  and 
interest  grow.  As  "  Billy  "  Sunday 
says,  "  If  you  aim  at  a  star  you  may 
hit  the  top  of  a  telegraph  pole,"  so 
let's  start  something,  and  move  along, 
even  if  it's  like  the  old  mansion  house 
clock  a  tick  at  a  time.  The  writer, 
notwithstanding  the  poverty  that  con- 
tinually camps  along  a  newspaper- 
man's trail,  will  gladly  make  his  con- 
tribution. Who  will  be  the  next?  Dr. 
Ingham  or  the  recorder,  Mr.  Bently, 
will  be  glad  to  hear  from  you. 

At  the  rate  that  the  student  body 
is  increasing  in  numbers  the  eighty 
mark  will  soon  be  reached  and  passed.

Dummer  must  ad- 
vance in  the  same  sane,  sensible,  care- 
ful way  that  she  has  during  the  past 
few  years. 


The  watchword  today  is  efficiency. 
Germany,  much  as  one  may  criticise 
it  for  being  so  inhumanly  militaristic, 
shows  what  well  led,  strong  minded 
obenient  men  can  accomplish.  There 
should  be  more  efficiency  in  Dummer 
athletics.  This  is  not  meant  to  be  a 
criticism  of  those  now  in  charge  at 
the  school  but  former  students  believe 
that  there  should  be  some  well  denned 
policy  of  conducting  athletic  matters 
at  Dummer,  instead  of,  as  has  been 
the  case  in  the  past  at  times,  a  ten- 
dency to  run  things  in  a  more  or  less 
slipshod  manner  which  doesn't  get 
the  school  anywhere  in  sports.  The 
work  of  those  in  direct  charge  at  the 
school  should  be  supplemented  by 
alumni  who  are  well  informed  and  in- 
terested in  athletics  and  are  willing 
to  give  a  little  time  as  an  advisory 
board.  The  plan  has  been  tried  with 
great  success  by  both  colleges  and 
schools  and  Dummer  would  do  well 
to  emulate  it.  Such  a  board  of  say 
five  members  or  less,  would  not  be  in 
any  sense  dictators,  but  would  help 
by  giving  mature  views  on  matters 
that  are  always  coming  up  and  ren- 
dering aid  along  any  other  lines  de- 
sired in  the  conduct  of  sports.  There 
are  plenty  of  good  men  who  would  be 
available.  To  name  only  a  few,  Messrs. 
Sherman,  Ingalls,  Gooch,  Shearer, 
"  Doc  "  Worcester,  Yesair,  Simmons, 
and  Dr.  Healy.  All  of  these  and 
others  made  their  mark  in  athletics 
at  Dummer  and  could  be  counted  upon 
to  help  as  desired. 

The  name  of  William  J.  Cusack, 
who  attended  Dummer  over  10  years 
ago,  is  suggested  as  coach  of  the 
Newburyport  High  School  athletic 
teams.  Mr.  Cusack,  who  is  at  pres- 
ent employed  as  a  reporter  on  the 
Newburyport  News,  was  formerly 
prominent  as  a  football,  baseball  and 
track  athlete.
